CELEBRATING HER 88TH BIRTHDAY

Wanda Nesbit's 88th birthday will cer- 
tainly be unforgettable. How many of us 
can say that an entire town was invited to 
our birthday party, or that our hometown 
threw a parade in our honor? 

Actually, it's sheer coincidence that 
Nesbit's birthday on June 25 coincides 
with the 58th annual Rooster Crow festi- 
val. And, surely it is serendipity that this 
diminutive dynamo is riding in this year's 
parade as grand marshal. 

“| never dreamed I'd be doing this on 
my 88th birthday,” she said. 

Rogue River is certainly a long way 


from Reeding, Okla. where Nesbit was 
born in 1933 in the same two-story farm- 
house where her father was born. 

The village of 100 residents consisted 
of a grain elevator, parsonage, hardware 
and general store, and a pump that sup- 
plied the entire town with water. Nesbit's 
father and brother managed the general 
store that included the post office. 

Reeding can no longer be found on 
any map, but Nesbit has never forgotten 
the charm of that small town. And, 
although she has visited all but one of the 
50 states and traveled abroad, there is no 
place like home in Rogue River. 

“| like the small community, it is very 
appealing,” she said.

member of the Rogue River 
Garden Club, and for several 
years been a familiar face 
(and voice) at Rogue River 
City Council meetings. 

She formed the Rogue 
River Mural Society in 2008. 
For the last three years, she 
has been the champion of pre- 
serving the history of Rogue 
River in a series of murals 
throughout downtown. 

The first mural on the 
southwest wall of the Post 
Office was dedicated in 
October 2010. 

The project was daunting, 
but Nesbit was never daunted 
by the undertaking. 

“They” said it couldn't be 
done...but she and the Mural 
Society proved “them” wrong. 

And, the proof is in living 
color -- all 450 square feet of 
it. ; 

Under Nesbit’'s leadership, 
the society worked tirelessly to 
raise more than $12,000.

35-year second marriage pro- 
duced two children and many 
wonderful memories. 

After her husband's death 
in 1981, she was encouraged 
to visit Oregon. In 1982, she 
moved from Los Angeles to 
Gold Hill where she found 
solace with a new soul mate. 
The pair spent the next 10 
years traveling the globe: 
Australia, New Zealand, Tahiti, 
Hawaii, Fiji and the eastern 
seaboard, Washington D.C., 
Niagara Falls and all the Civil 
War battlefields. 

“In fact, we covered every 
historical place we'd read 
about in our history books,” 
she recalled. “So many won- 
derful experiences.”

visited all 50 states, but 
Florida) and been to 
England, Ireland, Scotland, 
Wales, Canada and Mexico. 
And, he saw her through her 
second bout with breast 
cancer in 2003. He died in 
2009. 

But, not one to slow 
down, or dwell on tragedy, 
Nesbit has continued to stay 
busy. 

“I'm happiest when I'm 
involved in a project or 
learning something,” she 
said. ““Life is a challenge to 
me --- | enjoy being involved 
in the community where | 
live.” 


Her civic pride, she said, | 


comes from her parents. 


Her sense of duty and 
longevity also is inbred. 

A beloved great-grandfa- 
ther served in the Civil War 
and was a doctor until he 
died at age 99. So, Nesbit 
figures “I was born this way. 

“Lam always full of ener- 
gy and keep going,” she 
added. 

At the time of the mural 
dedication, Nesbit said, 
“This has been the most 
rewarding experience of my 
life, even at my old age.” 

In a lifetime of memories 
and thrilling experiences, 
riding in the Rooster Crow 
parade may be one of her 
finest moments. 

“And, .it's my _ birthday, 
too,” she said.

Rogue River's famed 
Rooster Crow Contest 
started in 1953 as a clever, 
some say silly, way to let 
folks know that Rogue 
River is a town, not just a 
river. 
roiece Coombs, 

inspired by the tale of 
Welsh coal miners who 
staged colorful rooster 
crowing contests during 
their holidays, shared the 
idea with fellow merchants 
interested in generating a 


little publicity and self-pro- 
motion. 

Coombs's proposition 
was accepted by the Rogue 
River Booster Club and 
funds were set aside for a 
cash prize for the owner of 
the rooster that crowed the 
most within a 30-minute 
period. 

The first contest was 
held May 23, 1953. There 
were 75 roosters perched 
and ready to let loose when 
Chief of Police William 
Peters fired the opening 
gun at 10 a.m. The caged 
cocks were free to crow for

half an hour. Hollerin’ Harry 
crowed 71 times and 
earned his owner $50. 
Now, $50 was a sizable 
sum, considering that in 
1953, gas was 25 cents a 
gallon as were a loaf of 
bread and a gallon of milk. 
And, coffee was a mere 50 
cents a pound. Interstate 5 
had yet to be built, but still 
more than 500 people trav- 
eled to the tiny hamlet of 
Rogue River to witness the 
contest held at City Park. 


The contest continued 
to entertain even after the 
final cock-a-doodle-doo. 
Grants Pass auctioneer 
Charlie Morrison auctioned 
off the fowl---some had 
gone afoul, ruffling the 
feathers of their coop-side 
handlers. 

Silent Sam owned by 
Bill Reeder was offered 
first. Having lived up to his 
name, his owner disgusted- 
ly bid 10 cents and then 
watched a flurry of bidding.

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THE INSIDE Coop: 
THE MAKING OF A CHAMPION

Not much has changed 
since 1953, when the first 
National Rooster Crow 
Championship was held in 
Rogue River. 

The rules are simple. 
Each person can enter one 
rooster; the rooster must 
remain in the cage through- 
out the contest. An impartial 
judge is assigned, and the 
tallying begins at 2:30 p.m. 
No mechanical, electrical, 
physical or chemical stimu- 


lants or devices are 
allowed. Moreover, in a 
town where roosters do rule 
the roost, roosters cannot 
be mistreated or abused. 

Each rooster has 30 
minutes to crow his heart 
out. 

Never mind that most of 
the crowin’ occurs before 
the official contest, when 
most of the roosters fall 
prey to the pressure. 

In 2007, Rusty, a six- 
month-old Phoenix 
American, experienced 
“stage fright” during his

debut at the Rooster Crow. 

“We can get him to crow 
on command at home,” said 
his owner, Wendy Peters. 
During the competition, it 
was no-go, or is that no- 
crow. 

That same summer, 
Bryson Tocher’s rooster 
Chip was not a chip off the 
old block. The Rhodesian 
red did not follow in the 
footsteps of his predeces- 
sor, One-Eyed Jack, who 
won in 1997 with 31 crows. 
Perched in One-Eyed 
Jack’s winning cage, he 


seemed uninspired. 

The roosters are fewer 
these days, and so are the 
cock-a-doodle-doos. 

The winner of the first 
crowing event was Hollerin’ 
Harry. He crowed 71 times 
and eamed his owner $50. 
A second contest was held 
September 5 of the same 
year with the prize money 
of $100 going to Beetle 
Baum, who managed 109 
crows in the 30-minute peri- 
od. "Beetle Baum" reigned 
supreme for 25 years. The

After high bidder Harold | 


McKenzie paid $50, there was 
a rush of rooster owners hop- 
ing to cash in, but the bidding 
dropped rapidly. 

A drizzling rain that turned 
to a downpour failed to damp- 
en the spirits of the spectators 
or the boosters, and Medford, 
Grants Pass and Portland 
media gave the crow fest such 
favorable publicity, the boost- 
ers decided to hold a second 
contest on September 5, 
1953. 

The successful event has 
continued for 56 years, and 
the 57th crowing contest will 
again be held on the last 
Saturday in June. The Rogue 
River Chamber of Commerce 
and Kiwanis co-sponsor the 
weekend. 

A river may run through 
this quintessential small town 
365 days a year, but on the 
last weekend in June, a roost- 
er struts down Main Street. 

Before all that cock-a-doo- 
dle-doo-ing begins, there is a 
rooster-themed parade---this 
year it's Rooster Daze. 
Roosters appear everywhere- 
—on T-shirts, hats, banners, 
aprons, shoes and flags, and 
in the form of rooster statues 
and stuffed roosters. 

“Rogue River has only two 
big events each year, the 
Christmas Tree Lighting 
Ceremony and the Rooster 
Crow,” Dee Ellison of the 
Rogue River Kiwanis told the 
Rogue River Press in 2007. 
“This is a fantastic opportunity 
for Rogue River to get togeth- 
er and have fun.” 

It is also a fantastic oppor- 
tunity for the Rogue River

Chamber of Commerce to pro- 
mote this little town, and a

Charlie Weaver, a 


Kiwanian and a local Realtor, 
has had a front row seat at the 
Rooster Crow every since that 
first one in '53. 

“| remember when it was 
held down on Depot Street,” 
he recalled. “Cages lined each 
side of the street, and there 
were roosters and people up 
and down, all along the 
curbs.” 

He remembers one con- 
test that started with a bang. 
The police chief was to blow a 
whistle at 10 a.m. to signal the 
start. No one heard the whis- 
tle, so he fired his pistol. 

“Everyone was scared 
silly, ‘the roosters too,” he 
added. 

From Depot Street, the 
contest moved to where the 
Umpqua Bank parking lot is 
today. For years, festivities 
were held at Wards Creek 
Park, said Weaver. 

“Well, the freeway took out 


the park, and that ended that,” 
he added. 

The Rogue River Lions 
Club took over from the 
Rogue River Boosters Club, 
and since 1993, the Kiwanis 
have been lead organizers 
along with the Chamber of 
Commerce and the City of 
Rogue River. 

Planning begins at the end 
of January, and in February, 
the agenda is set and a 
theme selected. 

These days, the Rooster 
Crow shares the spotlight dur- 
ing what has become an 
entire weekend of activities, 
including one of the area's 
largest and best summer 
parades, the National 
Human Crow contest, a 
classic car show, a quilt 
show, entertainment, arts 
and crafts and food.
